Speakers To 
Visit Hartnell 


The United States Air Force has 
announced that it has the answer 
to the old question many young 
men ask themselves: “Have I got 
what it takes to pilot an airplane?” 
Until recently the only way a 
young man could find out was to 
join one of the armed services and 
then attempt to qualify. Now, the 
air force has a plan wherein a man 
who is interested may apply for 
testing and be allowed to take all 
of the tests (so long as he is suc- 
cessful. in each one) and still not 
be under any obligation to serve in 
the air force flying program. If 
he is successful in all of his tests 
he then receives an invitation to 
enter the program. If he so de 
sires he then enters the air force 
for specialized training. 

An aviation cadet selection de- 
tachment will be at Hartnell on 
May 11 for the purpose of’ inter- 
viewing and testing any interested 
young man between the ages of 19 
and 26 who is a male citizen of 
the United States and possesses high 
mental and moral qualifications. 

Capt. David MHornbuckle, Jr., 
US.A.F., will be in charge of the 
team visit. Captain Hornbuckle is 
a rated pilot in the air force and 
will be able to answer any ques- 
tions regarding the flying training 
program. Other members of the 
team will be Lieut. Robert Caba- 
niss, U.S.A.F., who is also a rated 
pilot of jet aircraft, and has just 
rturned from a combat tour in Ko- 
rea; T/Sgt. Thomas Thompson and 
T/Sgt.. George Plannery. 


Typing Class 
Takes Exam 


‘Twenty-six students enrolled in 
Mrs. Ann Harper's advanced short- 
hand and typing classes partici- 
pated in a Federal Civil Service Ex- 
amination given to stenographers 
and typists. 

The branch office of the US. 
Civil _ Service Commission sent a 
representative to Hartnell College 
to administer the three-hour exam- 
ination. Usually the test is taken 
at the Fort Ord district office of 
the U.S. Civil Service Commission. 

Hartnell students who pass all 
three parts of the examination, 
typing, shorthand, and written test 
based«.on general aptitude, will 
have their names placed on eligi- 
bility lists according to their 
grades. As vacancies, occur in this 
Civil Service area, such as possible 
positions at Fort Ord; navy school 
at Monterey; Presidio or Language 
School at Monterey; and other Fed- 
eral offices in this area, names will 
be selected from the Civil Service 
lists for job assignments. 

Mrs. Harper pointed out that in 
the past several Hartnell students 
have received positions through the 
civil service test.

Speech At 


By THOMAS R. ALDERSON, JR. 

Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of. speech, or of the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
-the'government for redress of grievances. —- Article I of the 


Amendments. 


A news release from Redbook magazine, published in 


New York, has been received by the 
Journalism department. The con- 
tent of this news release states that 
the students in college are afraid 
to speak their own mind; afraid to 
express an opinion that ~ differs 
from thé “crowd.” The first para- 
graph of this release reads: “Our 
colleges are being invaded by an 
atmosphere of fear and suppression 
created by irresponsible investiga- 
tors, hysterical community leaders 
and other self-appointed ‘thought 
police’ who have succeeded in in- 
timidating both our students and 
faculties.” 


INSTRUCTORS 
SPEAK 


Dr. B. L. Borough, of the Depart- 
ment of American History and Po- 
litical Science, after being ques- 
tioned about this situation at Hart- 
nell he said: “In my classes every 
opportunity is given fora pro and 
con discussion of controversial sub- 
jects. There is no attempt at in- 
doctrination or intimidation, and 
the major ideolgies of the day are 
discussed as dispassionately as pos- 
sible. It is an accepted axiom that 
‘the chair yields upon any reason- 
able request.” 


Dr. Victor Kaupas, Professor of 
History, Philosophy, and Political 
Science said: “Communism and all 
kinds or radicalism are being dis- 
cussed freely, and the more we dis- 
cuss them, the more we become 
aware of their absurdity.” Mr. 
Johnson, instructor in Political 
Science. said: “In my opinion the 
students at Hartnell, at least in my 
classes, feel free to express various 
and conflicting points of views on 
political issues, candidates, and of 
fice holders. 


The opinions thus far presented 
seem to prove that a healthy demo- 
cratic attitude exists here at Hart- 
nell, Is this so on other campuses? 
For the answer to that question. I 
wish to make reference to a news 
release issued by the Associated Col- 
legiate Press Feature Service, the 
Parade of Opinion, October 2, 1953. 
This news release had a poll taken 
by Purdue University of the high 
school age group . . . the results 
are startling. 


PURDUE POLL SAYS 
Fifty-eight per cent of the high 
school students polled think police 
are justified in giving a man’ the 
third degree to make him talk. 
_ Only forty-five per cent thought 
that newspapers should be permit- 
ted to print the news freely except 
for military secrets. ; 

Thirty-three per cent said that 
persons who refuse to _ testify 
against themselves should either be 
made to talk or to be severly pun- 
ished. 

Twenty-five per cent would pro- 
hibit the right of people , to as- 
semble peacefully. 

- Twenty-six per cent believe that 
police should be allowed to search 
a person or his home. without a 
warrant. Think those over carefully. 


MR. LEMOS STATES 


“There has never been any in- 
fringment upon the freedom of 
speech here at Hartnell because the 
people around here are noted for 
using good common “horse sense” 
in all of their activities and for 
that reason the problem of free- 
dom of speech or the infringment 
thereon has never arisen.” 

Mr. McCallum, Dean of students, 
has this to say: “here at Hartnell 
college, no pressure is put on the 
students to prevent them from ex- 
pressing their own opinions at any 
time, when in class discussion, or 
discussions with faculty members.” 
Mr. McCallum also said “as evi- 
dents of freedom of speech at Hart- 
nell, we might cite the student 
opinions as expressed in the Pan- 
ther Sentinel, and the willingness 
of Hartnell college president John 
B. Lemos to speak with a student 
at any time.” 


CLASS DEBATE 
SAYS > 


The ten o’clock current events 
class ‘of Dr. Kaupas discussed the 
subject of freedom of speech at 
Hartnell very thoroughly. Even 
while in discussion the class seemed 
unafraid to say anything that oc- 
cured to them.

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Wind And Wildness Help Oaks 
Dillard, Kolstad Allow 3 Hits 


The Panther nine continued its domination over league 
opponents, Friday, April 30, by two-timing the Menlo Oaks, 
12-7 and 7-3, much to the approval of some 200 partisan 


fans. 


Despite, early-inning uprisings by the Menlo hardballers, 


Hartnell soon established its superi- 
ority. A forty knot gale attributed 
to pitchers Hal Kolstad and Chuck 
Dillard’s unusual wildness. This 
same wildness paid off for the Oaks 
in their run column as they scored 
10 runs on three base raps, two off 
Kolstad, and a single hit off Dil- 
lard in the second game. 

In the opening encounter, Menlo 
made four bases on balls, an error, 
a wild pitch, and a clean single 
with the bags puldging good for 
four runs in the first inning. The 
lead was short-lived however, as 
the Harts came back to score two 
in their half on a single by lead- 
off hitter Don Halterman and a 
long double to center by third- 
sacker .Reno Cornaggia. In _ the 
second Panther batters Ray Shields 
and Dick White put bunts back to 
back to drive in two runs while a 
third tallied on an overthrow. From 
this point the Maroon and Gold 
were never headed. 


Kolstad Strikes Out 21 


To top off his fine performance 
of amassing 21 strikeouts, Kolstad 
smashed out a home run with the 
bags jammed in the fifth. A dou- 
ble by Dick Adams and singles by 
Cornaggia and Dick Herman drove 
the three final runs across the plate 
in the seventh frame. 


In the abreviated second game, 
Dillard lefthanded another brilliant 
one-hiter to notch his seventh con- 
secutive win against no losses for 
the season’s efforts. The portsider 
whiffed 15 Menlo stickers, but the 
wildness that plauged him last 
year made itself evident again as 
he passed out 11 Annie Oaklies. 


[he lone hit was a clean one be- 
tween Ist and 2nd. and came with 
the bases loaded with walked Oaks 
in the third. Previously in the first 
counter three walks and a_ wild 
pitch scored the other Menlo run. 

Hartnell picked up three runs 
in their part of the first inning 
when Halterman got on by an 
error, Dillard walked, Cornaggia 
singled and Morris Boutte doubled. 
The Panthers bunched hits by Dil- 
lard and Herman with two walks 
in the third to drive across three 
more runs. In the Hart sixth the 
final counter was picked up as 
Herman, walked, catcher Eddie Dix 
sacrificed him to second and Halter- 


man doubled him, in.

Halterman, the firey keystone 
sacker, cavorted around the _ base 
paths like a Ty Cobb as he stole 
four bases. Halterman also picked 
up three hits in the twin-bill to 
take second in hitting honors after 
Cornaggia, who blasted out four 
raps for seven official times at the 
plate.

His 
best marks this year are 15.6 in the 
hurdles, 6 feet 3 inches over the 
high jump bar, and 12 feet 11 
inches.in the vault. Sylvester Green 
should place in the top four in the 
two-mile run. The lanky athlete 
has a 10:51, but he really hasn’t 
been pushed all year. He could 
conceivably cut 30 seconds off his 
mark if necessary. Marv Anderson 
will find his chief competition in 
Reynolds of Menlo and a Modesto 
weight man who heaves the platter 
some 147 feet, Anderson has hit 150 
feet in practice throws and there- 
fore has the potential of finishing 
high in the field of discus tossers. 
Max Dosier could surprise in the 
low hurdles race. He has improved 
rapidly after joining the team late 
in the track season. Ron Martin 
will run the mile and Bill Mix, 
the half-mile. Both men _ placed 
second in their events at the con- 
ference méet. Ken Daugherty will 
compete in the 440 and Skip Con- 
ley will high jump.

Bob Larson was Hartnell’s out- 
standing performer setting a new 
conference record in the pole vault 
at 12 feet 8 inches and winning the 
high jump. Larson ran his best 
hurdle race this season but was 
literally edged by a nose by Cottier 
of E.C.C. Cottier made a day of it 
as he pulled the same stunt on Max 
Dosier in the 220 lows. Dosier had 
a three-stride margin when he hit 
the last hurdle. This threw him off 


balance and allowed Cottier to grab 
first.
